Singer, assistant torotier, was the 
first witness today in the prelim- 
inary hearing of Doctor Christo- 
pher G. .Schott, charged with the 
murder on December 24th, of 
Elizabeth GrilTith, the doctor's of- 
fice girl. He said when he left 
the doctor's office witft Schott, 
Singer asked the physician what 
Was the cause of "thi^ killing." 
He said the doctor shook his 
head. Asked if it wassthe result 
of a lo^re affair, ScKott; said, ac- 
cording to Singer ."Very likely.' 

•Asked what Dr. Schott did 
while Singer was there, the coro- 
ner's assistant said "he went to 
one corner of the rooth and start- 
ed crying." ? j. 

Schott's attortteys .fnnounced 
before the opening of court their 
client will not be placed on the 
witness stand, and would not dis- 
close the accused physician's line 
of defense by oflFering any testi- 
mony. It was indicated they 
would ask for dismissal and if re- 
fused, that a nominal bond be fix- 
ed a circuit court habeas corpus 
action in the event of an adverse 
decision on the bond master.

tion and wealth of the city and 
the general condition and activi- 
ties .of every citizen. 

District Supervisor of the Cen- 
sus Robert H. Terrill, conferred 
with the enumerators for Madi-, 
son coui\ty at the. court house 
Wednesday morning. Every 
tiuestion that mi^y arise in the ef- 
fort to obtain correct census of 
Madison county was gotie over< 
Mr. Terrill met with the tnunier- 
ators • of Jessamine county at 
Nicholasville, Tuesday ,and with 
those of Garrard county at Lan- 
caster Monday. Enumerators in 
rural districts have a month ir 
Which to complete their work. In 
the^city they are suppbSed to get 
through in 20 days. 

Much interest is being mani- 
fested in the census of Richmond. 
It is hoped on all sides that a con- 
siderable increase will be shown 
over the census of 10 years ago. 
which was 5,340. Manj' believe 
that the gain will be at least '1,000 
[Population, for never before in 
the history of the city were ac- 
commodations as hard to obtain 
dr houses, apaftmeq^. jgLC.<»Qmsi 
as grealfy in' demand. 

I'he census will record the num- 
ber of families, as well as individ- 
uals, here, number of houses, 
apartments, dwellings, cottages, 
occupied and vacant, growth of 
the city, in area and popiilatiop; 
iiicreas<! in wealth of the city ,as a 
whole, and of citizens; degree of 
illness here; bank clearings: 
mamifacturing output; sales to- 
tals, and information as nearly 
complete as possible, of every ac- 
tivity needed ni making up a com- 
l)lete statistical record. 

When the census is cdmpleted 
it will be coMtMirbd with that tak- 
en in 1910. The 1920 census is 
the fbt»««nth t«kbn by the gov- 
ernment. 

The niieu aU'l women appointed 
to serve as enumerators of the 
14th decennial census, are charg- 
ed by law with the collection of 
all facts necessary to fill oiit pro- 
perly the pritHed census schedule 
which each enumerator will carr>' 
when making the house-to-hobse 
eanvass of the territory assigned 
to him. Each entimerator must 
visit personaally each house in 
his district and make his in<|uiries 
of the bead or some other mem- 
ber of the family who is compe- 
tent to answer the' census ques- 
tion. 

The act of CbhgrSss providing 
for the census gives each enum« 
et-ator the right to enter every 
dwelling in his district for the 
purpose of o!>taining the informal 
lion required. I'Jiunier.itors will 
carry with them at all times their 
identification cards and also their 
written coihthissions from the 
government which they will show 
whenever requested to do so. 
They are itistrricted to be always 
courteous ahd considerate, but in 
those rare instances where infor- 
mation necessary to iill out the 
(piestions is <ienied thcni, they are 
eui|)owered by law to insist on 
correct answers. There are legal 
penalties for refusing to answ er 
the ceiistts qtiestio;i8 or .willfully

ncs.s. 

Tlie lowrst award paid (toes to 
men who ai-c receiving the minimum 
pay of $6 a day and who have been 
in the employ of the- various com- ■ 
panics three monthi^. Si ainciUiits tb 
hO. The highest award goes to 
the skilled workers who have been 
with the company five years and who 
are locciving $10.80 a day. The 
bbnu.s received by the latter amounts 
to $270.
